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The  Hon.  Mr  Justice  Kannemeyer, 
Chairman  of  the  library’s  Council 


The  library  has  now  been  a State  aided  institution  for  two 
years  and  I think  that  it  is  appropriate  to  let  our  readers  and  sub- 
scribers know  of  the  effect  this  change  has  had  on  the  services  which 
we  can  offer.  It  has  been  possible  to  increase  our  staff  and  the  salaries 
we  pay  to  them  and  to  improve  their  conditions  of  service  very  con- 
siderably. All  the  salaries  and  administrative  expenses  are  covered  by 
the  grant  received  from  the  Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  so  that  all 
gifts  to  the  library,  which  remains  registered  as  a Welfare  Organisation, 
now  can  be  devoted  entirely  to  the  provision  of  reading  material  and 
equipment  and  in  this  regard,  also,  we  are  substantially  assisted  by  the 
departmental  grant. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  indeed  grateful  to  the  Department  of 
Cultural  Affairs  for  the  sympathetic  manner  in  which  it  has  assisted  the 
library  during  the  transitional  period,  and  in  particular  we  are  indebted 
to  Dr  Op 't  Hof  for  the  deep  personal  interest  he  has  shown  towards  the 
problems  which  had  to  be  overcome. 

I can  assure  you  that  the  library,  while  being  able  to  increase  and 
improve  its  services  under  the  new  system  has  not  lost  that  all-important 
personal  relationship  with  its  readers  which  has  always  been  its  pride. 
In  this  we  are  indeed  fortunate  in  having  a loyal  and  devoted  staff  who, 
under  the  leadership  of  the  Director,  Mr  Schauder,  and  Miss  Spurling, 
the  Librarian,  have  adapted  themselves  to  changed  circumstances  with- 
out changing  the  essential  ethos  of  the  library  itself. 
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A YEAR  OF  PROGRESS 


THE  EMERGENCE  OF  A NATIONAL  STRUCTURE: 

From  the  date  of  its  official  recognition  as  the  national 
library  for  the  visually  handicapped  in  March  1968,  notable  changes 
have  taken  place  in  almost  every  aspect  of  internal  organisation  and 
future  policy  at  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind.  Since  the 
National  Seminar  of  blind  students,  educationalists  and  professional 
men  organised  by  the  SALB  at  Rhodes  University  in  July  last  year,  the 
exciting  potentialities  inherent  in  the  transition  to  national  library 
status  have  begun  to  be  understood  by  members  of  the  blind  community. 

As  the  national  library,  the  SALB  is  helping  to  lead  a great 
movement  away  from  the  traditional  view  of  library  services  for  the 
visually  handicapped,  and  towards  the  concept  of  a national  library 
structure  analogous  to  that  available  to  sighted  readers  througli 
national,  municipal  and  university  library  services.  Such  a structure  is 
gradually  taking  shape  through  the  increasing  co-operation  of  five  main 
organisations  whose  combined  efforts  make  possible  the  library  services 
available  at  present.  The  following  is  a thumb-nail  sketch  of  each  of 
these  agencies,  including  the  SALB: 

The  Central  Co-ordinating  Council  for  the  Provision  of  Literature 
to  the  Visually  Handicapped  (CCC): 

This  body,  which  functions  within  the  framework  of  the  Department 
of  Cultural  Affairs,  is  responsible  for  formulating  national  policy  on  the 
provision  of  literature  to  the  visually  handicapped,  for  research,  for  the 
co-ordination  of  services,  for  canalisation  of  state  aid  and  for  advising 
The  Minister  of  Cultural  Affairs. 

The  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  (SALB): 

Founded  in  1919.  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  was  official- 
ly recognised  as  the  national  library  of  embossed  and  recorded  literature 
for  the  visually  handicapped  in  1968.  It  circulates  books  and  periodicals 
in  braille  and  moon;  and  literature  in  tape  cassette  and  on  disc  on  a 
national  scale.  The  service  is  entirely  free,  supported  by  a state  grant, 
municipal  grants-in-aid.  and  private  contributions.  At  present  most 
distribution  is  by  post,  but  depots  have  so  far  been  started  at  two 
schools  for  the  blind.  Further  such  depots  at  institutions  for  the 
blind;  and  branch  libraries  with  mobile  units,  associated  with  muni- 
cipal library  services  in  the  main  centres,  are  being  considered  by  the 
library  council.  The  library  is  currently  compiling  a national  joint  cata- 
logue which  will  help  to  make  its  own  resources  and  those  of  other 
agencies,  more  elfectively  available  to  all.  The  library  is  the  head- 
quarters of  a nation-wide  network  of  voluntary  braille  transcribers.  The 
SALB  acts  as  a clearing-house  for  all  enquiries,  and  provides  a ‘one-stop’ 
service  for  readers  who  wish  to  draw  systematically  on  the  combined 
library  and  transcription  resources  of  the  South  African  agencies  and  of 
the  South  African  agencies  and  of  organisations  overseas. 


The  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester: 

The  oldest  institution  for  the  blind  in  South  Africa,  the  School  for  the 
Blind  at  Worcester  possesses  a library  of  books  and  periodicals  in  braille 
and  on  “open”  tape  (not  cassettes).  The  school  has  its  own  braille 
printing  press  and  tape  recording  studios  in  Worcester,  and  a further 
studio  in  Cape  Town.  Tape  books  can  be  borrowed  freely  from  the 
school  library  by  any  blind  person  in  South  Africa,  and  a wide  range  of 
titles  may  be  purchased  at  subsidised  prices  from  the  Braille  Press.  Tape 
recording  work  is  undertaken  for  students  resident  throughout  South 
Africa. 

Tape-Aids  for  the  Blind  (TAB): 

This  organisation  records  and  circulates  books  and  periodicals  on 
“open”  tape.  Any  blind  person  in  South  Africa  may  make  use  of  the 
service  free  of  charge.  The  headquarters  of  Tape-Aids  is  in  Durban, 
with  regional  committees  at  Johannesburg,  Port  Elizabeth,  Springs, 
East  London,  Durban  and  Cape  Town.  The  regional  committee  in 
Johannesburg  specialises  in  reading  for  students.  Tape-Aids  relies 
heavily  on  voluntary  personnel  and  is  financed  by  large-scale  fund- 
raising campaigns,  as  well  as  a state  grant. 

Braille  Services: 

Operating  under  the  auspices  of  the  South  African  Blind  Workers’ 
Organisation  and  the  South  African  National  Council  for  the  Blind, 
Braille  Services  produce  a great  deal  of  braille  literature  for  circulation 
by  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind.  It  specialises  in  Afrikaans 
and  Bantu  Braille,  in  the  production  and  circulation  of  periodicals,  and 
in  transcription  work  for  students. 

The  beginnings  of  a national  library  structure  through  the  co- 
operation of  the  SALE,  the  School  for  the  Blind.  TAB  and  Braille 
Services  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  CCC,  were  very  evident 
during  the  year  1969/70.  This  co-operation  manifested  itself  in  the 
following  ways: 

a.  All  agencies  agreed  to  participate  in  the  National  Union  Catalogue 
project.  During  1969/70  members  of  the  bibliographic  staff  of  the 
SALB  visited  the  other  organisations  to  catalogue  the  existing 
materials,  and  in  future  the  SALB  will  be  informed  of  new  acquisi- 
tions or  productions  by  the  School  for  the  Blind,  TAB,  and  Braille 
Services  through  the  submission  of  standard  cards. 

b.  The  School  for  the  Blind  and  TAB  agreed  to  supply  tapes  recorded 
by  them  to  the  SALB  for  copying  on  to  cassettes  upon  request. 
Since  the  School  for  the  Blind,  Braille  Services,  and  the  SALB 
already  co-operate  in  this  way  as  regards  braille,  the  national  library 
will  thus  be  enabled  gradually  to  build  up  and  make  available  as 
comprehensive  a collection  as  possible. 
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DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAMMES  AT  THE  SALE 


In  our  previous  annual  report  it  was  stated  that  the  library 

intended  to  embark  on  the  following  programmes  of  development: 

1.  The  expansion  of  services,  especially  as  regards  Afrikaans  and  Bantu 
material. 

2.  The  building  up  of  a comprehensive  joint  catalogue  listing  all 
embossed  and  recorded  literature  for  the  blind  in  South  Africa. 

3.  The  compilation  of  a national  bibliography  of  material  which  we  in 
South  Africa  can  offer  to  other  countries  for  international  loan  or 
exchange. 

4.  The  building  up  of  strong  and  close  relationships  with  our  overseas 
counterparts. 

5.  The  building  of  a new  headquarters  for  the  national  library  service 
for  the  blind. 

6.  The  establishment  of  branches  and  depots. 

7.  The  accumulation  at  the  national  library  of  a comprehensive  book- 
stock. 

Notable  progress  was  made  in  all  these  programmes  which  will  be 

continued  in  1970/71. 


STAFF 

Mrs  L.  Blaker  and  Miss  L.  Visser  joined  the  staff  of  the  SALB 
with  the  creation  of  the  bibliographic  department.  Miss  A.  Scott  (now 
Mrs  J.  Orsmond)  took  up  duties  as  director’s  secretary  and  receptionist 
with  the  transfer  of  Mrs  O.V.  Dickason  to  the  Tape  Department.  Mr  J. 
Norton  was  appointed  as  senior  clerical  assistant  when  Mrs  E.M.L.A.  van 
Rensburg  left  on  transfer  to  the  State  Library  in  Pretoria.  Mrs  H.L. 
Odendaal  succeeded  Mrs  J.C.E.  Labuschagne  and  Mrs  G.l.  van  Aardt 
in  the  braille  department.  Several  staff  members  took  courses  and 
examinations  relating  to  their  work.  Mr  Schauder  and  Miss  Visser 
engaged  in  part-time  post-graduate  studies  in  librarianship,  while 
Mrs  Blaker  worked  towards  the  completion  of  her  Associateship  of  the 
Library  Association,  a professional  British  qualification  which  she 
commenced  while  working  in  the  United  Kingdom.  Mrs  M.  Zimmerman 
passed  the  braille  examination  of  the  South  African  National  Council 
for  the  Blind  with  distinction:  a notable  achievement,  especially  in  view 
of  the  relatively  short  time  that  she  took  to  complete  the  course. 
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EQUIPMENT 


Two  important  acquisitions  were  an  IBM  braille  electric  type- 
writer and  a Thermoform  braille  copier.  The  typewriter  will  greatly 
facilitate  ad  hoc  brailling  work  done  by  the  library,  and  the  Thermo- 
form will  enable  us  to  make  multiple  copies  of  books  produced  by  our 
voluntary  transcribers  on  Perkins  braiders  in  the  future. 

Both  items  of  equipment  are  used  for  the  production  of  braided 
catalogues  and  library  publications.  The  acquisition  of  the  equipment 
was  made  possible  through  the  generosity  of  Mrs  E.S.P.  Marais  of 
Pretoria. 

THANKS 

Once  again  the  library  wishes  to  thank  its  many  benefactors 
whose  financial  contribution  enabled  us  to  sustain  a level  of  achieve- 
ment not  possible  on  our  state  grant  alone.  Each  private  contribution 
is  deeply  appreciated;  the  names  of  donors  are  Usted  elsewhere  in  this 
Report.  Our  gratitude  also  goes  to  those  who  have  given  of  their 
time  and  effort  in  fund-raising  for  the  library,  and  in  making  potential 
users  aware  of  the  facilities  that  are  available.  The  library’s  thanks  go 
to  the  Minister  of  National  Education  and  his  officials  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Cultural  Affairs,  as  wed  as  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  CCC.  We  wish  to  express  appreciation  for  the  active  help  and 
encouragement  given  to  the  library  by  Rhodes  University  Library 
(especially  Dr  F.G.  van  der  Riet  and  Mr  R.  Musiker)  and  the  University 
of  Port  Elizabeth  Library  (especially  Mr  J.G.  Resting). 


TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 

There  are  still  50  readers  using  disc  books.  During  the  year 
25,000  discs  (about  1800  titles)  were  issued.  There  is  a stock  of 
22,634  discs  (1,652  titles). 

355  readers  received  the  large  (Mark  1)  tape-cassette  books. 
10,900  cassettes  were  circulated  (covering  15,600  titles).  16  readers 
received  the  new  small  (Mark  II)  cassettes.  560  of  these  were  sent  out. 
The  maximum  jeading  time  of  the  small  cassette  is  12  hours  (compared 
with  21  hours  for  the  large  cassette),  so  some  books  require  two  or 
more  cassettes. 

A standing  order  has  been  placed  for  one  of  each  title  on  small 
cassettes  produced  by  the  British  Talking  Book  Library  for  the  Blind 
and  master  tapes  are  being  received  from  the  School  for  the  Blind, 
Worcester  and  Tape-Aids  for  the  Blind,  Durban.  Material  from  these 
sources  is  being  copied  on  to  5 cassettes  at  a time  on  two  copying 
machines. 

Gifts  of  tape-players  have  been  gratefully  received  from  the 
following:  Mrs  M.A.L.  Nolan,  Mr  M.  Robertson  and  the  estates  of  the 
late  Mr  R.  Duncan,  Mrs  M.  Hawke,  Dr.  A.  Kerr  and  Miss  K.  Pawley. 

Enquiries  about  the  tape  books  are  received  almost  daily  and  it  is 
hoped  that  there  will  be  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  readers 
during  the  next  year. 
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HHAILLE  AND  MOON  DEPARTMENT 


About  350  readers  borrowed  braille  books  and  magazines  during 
the  year.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  juvenile  White  readers 
and  of  Non-White  readers,  both  adult  and  juvenile.  12,120  braille 
volumes  and  1,200  magazines  were  circulated.  620  volumes  (490 
titles)  were  added  to  stock,  which  stands  at  over  20,000  volumes. 
The  number  of  books  in  Bantu  languages  is  rising  steadily. 

1,186  volumes  and  240  magazines  in  moon  type  were  sent  to  40 
readers.  Unfortunately,  there  was  no  increase  in  the  number  of  moon 
readers  this  year,  but  several  prospective  readers  are  learning,  so  the 
enrolment  should  increase  next  year.  The  moon  type  books  make  a 
very  good  supplement  to  the  talking  books,  especially  for  readers  with 
deteriorating  hearing.  They  are  more  easily  portable  than  cassette 
equipment.  About  150  volumes  were  added  to  this  section,  bringing 
the  total  to  3,570  (over  1,000  titles).

BIBLIOGRAPHIC  DEPARTMENT 


The  bibliographic  department  commenced  work  ir.  January,  1970. 
Since  then  members  of  its  staff  have  visited  the  following  institutions 
collecting  bibliographic  information  for  the  National  Union  Catalogue 
project:  School  for  the  Blind,  Worcester;  Athlone  School,  Bellville; 
Braille  Services,  Johannesburg;  Tape-Aids,  Johannesburg;  Johannesburg 
Civilian  Blind  Society;  Tape-Aids,  Durban;  New  Horizon  School.  Pieter- 
maritzburg. 

After  basic  bibliographic  details  of  the  approximately  15,000 
titles  to  be  included  have  been  obtained,  the  books  will  be  classiFied 
by  the  Dewey  Decimal  system,  subject-headed  according  to  the  Library 
of  Congress  list  of  Subject  Headings,  and  annotated. 

Towards  the  end  of  1969/70  it  was  decided  in  principle  to  adopt 
a semi-automated  system  for  the  production  of  the  union  catalogue. 
This  system  has  been  described  in  a press  release  quoted  below,  and 
will  come  into  operation  towards  the  end  of  1970. 


- PRESS  RELEASE  - 

Mechanisation  will  speed  work  on  Catalogue  of  Books  for  Blind 

Work  on  the  National  Union  Catalogue  of  books  for  the  blind  will  be 
speeded  up  by  the  use  of  a sophisticated  machine  to  be  bought  by  the 
South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  in  Grahamstown.  The  catalogue  is 
being  compiled  here  as  part  of  the  library's  bibliographic  work. 

The  R4,500  machine  is  called  a Flexowriter.  It  will  be  necessary  to  type 
an  entry  only  once  to  produce  all  entries  (author,  title  and  subject) 
for  each  title  in  the  catalogue. 
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The  F Itxownitr  types  an  average  of  145  mistake-free  words  per 
minute,  about  35  seconds  per  entry.  A master  card  is  typed  for  each 
title,  with  all  title  and  subject  index  entries  as  well  as  cross-references. 

A paper  tape  which  can  be  used  for  computer  input  is  punched  at  the 
same  time.  From  this  a centra!  card  catalogue,  capable  of  being  sorted 
mechanically,  is  produced.  Stencils  or  litho  masters  for  the  book- 
catalogue  are  also  typed  automatically  from  the  master  tape. 

The  speed  of  the  Flexowriter  and  of  mechanised  sorting  will  save 
considerable  time  and  labour  in  completing  the  catalogue.  About 
15,000  titles  are  to  be  listed. 

The  idea  of  a comprehensive  catalogue  of  books  and  periodicals  for  the 
blind  originated  at  a seminar  at  Rhodes  University  last  year.  The 
Council  of  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  requested  the 
Department  of  Cultural  Affairs  to  establish  a bibliographic  department. 
This  has  been  started,  with  a staff  of  three  headed  by  Mrs  L.  Blaker. 

Many  books  for  the  blind  are  imported  from  England  and  America,  but 
all  local  material  and  books  in  Afrikaans  and  African  languages  are 
produced  in  South  Africa. 

"Several  South  African  organisations  are  producing  books  in  recorded 
or  embossed  media,"  Mr  D.E.  Schauder,  Director  of  the  South  African 
Library  for  tbe  Blind,  said.  "In  the  past  there  has  been  costly  dupli- 
cation of  titles,  which  will  be  avoided  once  the  Union  Catalogue  is 
available. 

"It  will  list  all  library  holdings  for  the  blind  in  South  Africa.  There  are 
now  about  15,000  titles,  a number  still  small  enough  to  make  com- 
prehensive bibliographic  control  possible." 

The  starting  point  for  the  catalogue  is  the  listing  of  these  books,  noting 
author,  title,  subject,  location,  medium  and  publication  details.  Perio- 
dicals and  study-note  collections  are  also  listed.  The  library's 
bibliographic  workers  have  travelled  to  many  parts  of  the  country 
cataloguing  collections  of  embossed  or  recorded  books  at  schools  and 
other  organisations  for  the  blind,  hi  future  these  organisations  will 
supply  standard  cards  for  each  new  title  they  require. 

The  basic  material  has  now  been  assembled.  Bibliographic  detail  must 
be  completed  and  annotations  of  content  compiled  for  each  book. 

The  work  is  increased  because  it  is  intended  to  subject-index  much 
fiction  as  well  as  non-fiction  to  assist  blind  readers  in  selection,  and 
because  of  the  limited  amount  of  non-fiction  material  available  in  most 
subject  fields. 

Catalogue  annotations  will  be  more  detailed  than  is  usual,  with  what 
amounts  to  an  abstract  of  content  given  for  each  title. 

Subsidiary  catalogues  are  needed  as  well  as  the  main  Union  Catalogue. 
These  will  include  a national  bibliography  of  material  produced  in 
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South  Africa,  catalogues  of  material  in  braille,  moon,  on  tape  cassette, 
“open"  tape  and  disc,  juvenile  books  and  books  in  the  various  South 
African  languages.  The  national  bibliography  will  facilitate  inter- 
national inter-library  loans  and  exchanges. 

These  subsidiary  catalogues  will  be  compiled  semi-automatically  once 
the  entire  Union  Catalogue  input  is  completed.  Cumulated  new  editions 
of  all  catalogues  will  be  available  at  least  every  two  years. 

This  central  cataloguing  will  facilitate  organisation  of  branches  and 
depots  of  the  national  library  in  all  parts  of  the  country. 

A list  of  catalogues  put  out  by  organisations  and  libraries  for  the  blind 
throughout  the  world  is  also  being  compiled.  This  will  avoid  local 
production  overlapping  with  material  already  available,  and  will  make  it 
possible  to  conduct  systematic  literature  searches  for  readers  on  request. 


THE 

HARDING-BARLOW 

PROJECT 


Mrs  I.E.  Harding-Barlow 


The  Council  has  launched  the  Harding-Barlow  Project  with  the 
aim  of  keeping  abreast  of  new  work  being  done  in  the  development  of 
reading  machines  for  the  blind. 

The  Project  is  named  after  Mrs  I.E.  Harding-Barlow  of  Cape 
Town  who  has  received  cassettes  from  the  SALB  ever  since  she  went 
blind  some  years  ago.  While  visiting  her  daughter  who  is  a research 
worker  at  Stanford  University,  Mrs  Harding-Barlow  heard  of  the 
Optacon,  an  instrument  to  enable  blind  readers  to  make  use  of  con- 
ventional printed  materials,  that  was  being  developed  there. 

The  Optacon  is  an  optical-tactile  reading  aid  that  gives  a blind 
person  immediate  access  to  virtually  all  printed  material.  A silicon 
image-sensor  signals  piezoelectric  stimulators  so  that  the  blind  person 
can  feel  each  letter  with  his  index  finger. 
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Mrs  llardiiii'  liarlow  olrtaincd  permission  to  test  out  the  machine 
and  was  impressed  bv  tlie  results.  She  obtained  all  available  literature 
on  the  Optacon.  This  she  studied  in  depth  m conjunction  with 
members  of  the  SALB  staff  and  Professor  J.A.  Gledhill  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Physics.  Rhodes  University.  The  material  forms  the  nucleus  of 

a special  llarding-Barlow  Project  collection  at  the  SALB. 

Mrs  Harding- Barlow,  who  is  a graduate  in  mathematics  and 
psychology,  has  been  designated  as  Honorary  Research  Associate  of  the 
Soutli  African  Library  for  the  Blind  by  the  Library  Council.  With  the 
encouragement  of  the  SALB  and  the  South  African  National  Council 
for  the  Blind,  and  helped  by  the  American  Foundation  for  Overseas 
Blind,  she  will  shortly  undertake  another  trip  to  the  United  States, 
this  time  to  investigate  other  apparatus  being  developed  by  research 
groups  in  California  and  on  the  East  Coast. 


RADIO  INTERVIEW  - CECIL  JUBBE  AND  D.E.  SCHAUDER 


J.  Mr  Schauder,  vou  are  director  of  the  South  African  Library  for  the 
Blind  in  Grahamstown.  This  is  the  Republic's  national  library  of 
embossed  and  recorded  literature  for  visually  handicapped  people. 
Could  you  tell  us  something  about  it? 

S.  The  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind  was  founded  fifty-one 
years  ago  by  Miss  Josie  Wood,  the  South  African  pioneer  in  this  field. 
In  1968  it  was  officially  recognised  as  the  national  library,  serving  the 
whole  of  the  Republic  and  South  West  Africa,  as  well  as  helping 
adjacent  countries. 

J.  So  it  is  the  only  library’  of  its  kind  in  South  Africa? 

S.  Yes.  But  it  is  not  the  only  organisation  involved  in  the  provision  of 
literature  for  the  blind.  In  recent  years  a co-ordinated  national  system 
of  services  has  developed  under  the  guidance  of  a central  council 
functioning  within  the  framework  of  the  Department  of  Cultural 
Affairs. 

J.  Which  are  the  other  agencies  in  this  national  system? 

S.  The  School  for  the  Blind  at  Worcester  and  Tape  Aids  for  the  Blind 
in  Durban  both  record  and  lend  out  talking  books,  and  undertake 
recording  work  for  students.  The  School  for  the  Blind,  again,  and 
Braille  Services  in  Johannesburg  are  producers  of  braille  books  and 
periodicals.  Our  library  circulates  books  and  periodicals  in  embossed

and  recorded  form  and  does  a certain  amount  of  braille  transcription. 
It  has  by  far  the  greatest  book  stock  of  all  the  agencies,  and  has 
trained  librarians  on  its  staff. 

J.  How  does  all  this  affect  the  blind  “man-in-the-street”? 

S.  Well,  a blind  person  wanting  to  draw  on  the  country's  literature 
resources  can  either  contact  one  of  the  specialised  agencies  I have 
mentioned,  or  else  he  can  use  the  national  library  in  Grahamstown  as  a 
"one-stop"  service  in  respect  of  all  his  reading  and  transcription  needs. 
If  he  seeks  a general  leisure-reading  service,  the  South  African  Library 
for  the  Blind  will  either  provide  that  service  itself  or  guide  him  to 
another  agency  more  suited  to  his  requirements.  If  he  needs  a specific 
title  for  study  or  serious  reading,  the  library  will  obtain  that  title  for 
him  whether  it  is  to  be  found  in  South  Africa  or  abroad.  If  it  is  not 
available  anywhere  in  the  world,  the  library  will  arrange  for  its  trans- 
cription into  braille  or  on  to  tape. 

J.  So  if  one  knows  a blind  person,  one  should  advise  him  to  contact  the 
South  African  Library  for  the  Blind,  and  he  will  be  assured  of 
obtaining  the  best  library  service  that  the  co-ordinated  efforts  of  all 
the  agencies  can  provide? 

S.  That  is  correct.  And  it  doesn't  matter  whether  the  blind  person  is 
young  or  old,  English  or  Afrikaans  speaking,  or  whether  he  can  read 
braille  or  not,  the  library  does  everything  possible  to  ensure  that  he 
finds  embossed  or  recorded  material  to  suit  him. 
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J.  Is  there  any  charge  for  these  services? 

S.  None  at  all.  The  State  has  accepted  the  principle  that  blind  people 
of  all  population  groups  are  entitled  to  free  library  services  in  the  same 
way  as  are  their  sighted  fellow-citizens.  Library  services  to  the  blind 
are  no  longer  charity  any  more  than  are  municipal  or  provincial  library 
services  to  the  sighted.  All  the  agencies  I have  mentioned,  however, 
appreciate  financial  support  from  the  private  sector  to  supplement 
their  State  grants.  But  the  principle  of  a free  service  is  firmly 
accepted,  and  this  includes  the  loan  of  tape  players  where  blind  readers 
cannot  afford  to  buy  their  own.  There  are  very  strong  reasons  for 
private  and  State  support  of  these  services.  Any  one  of  us  may,  as  a 
result  of  a motor  car  accident  or  old  age,  have  to  rely  on  library 
services  for  the  blind  for  occupational  continuity  or  rewarding  leisure 
activity  for  the  rest  of  our  lives.  Every  sighted  person,  one  regrets  to 
say,  is  a potential  user  of  our  service. 

J.  Could  you  repeat  the  name  and  address  of  the  library  in  case  any  of 
our  listeners  or  their  friends  would  like  to  write  to  you? 

S.  Certainly.  It  is  simply  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind, 
Grahamstown.

Die  biblioteek  is  nou  vir  twee  jaar  'n  staatsondersteunde  inrigting 
en  ek  dink  dit  is  passend  om  ons  lasers  en  bydraers  te  laat  weet  watter 
effek  hierdie  verandering  op  die  dienste  wat  ons  kan  lewer  gehad  het.

Vandal  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  amptelik  erken 
is  as  die  nasionale  biblioteek  vir  gesigsgestremdes  in  Maart,  1968,  bet 
belangrike  veranderings  in  feitlik  elke  aspek  van  inwendige  organisasie 
en  toekomsbeleid  plaasgevind.  Sedertdie  Nasionale  Seminaar  van  blinde 
studente,  opvoedkundiges  en  vakmanne  georganiseer  deur  die  Suid- 
Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  te  Rhodes-Universiteit  in  Julie  verlede 
jaar,  is  die  opwindende  moontlikhede  opgesluit  in  die  oorgang  tot  die 
status  van  nasionale  biblioteek  beterbegryp  deur  die  blinde  gemeenskap. 

In  die  vorm  van  die  nasionale  biblioteek,  help  die  Suid-Afrikaanse 
Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  om  'n  groot  beweging  weg  te  lei  van  die  tradision- 
ele  beskouing  van  biblioteekdienste  vir  gesigsgestremdes  as  liefdadigheid, 
en  na  die  konsep  van  ’n  nasionale  biblioteekstruktuur  in  ooreenstem- 
ming  met  die  beskikbaar  vir  siende  lesers  deur  middel  van  nasionale, 
munisipale  en  universiteitsbiblioteekdienste.  So  ’n  struktuur  is  gelei- 
delik  besig  om  vorm  aan  te  neem  deur  die  toenemende  samewerking 
van  vyf  hooforganisasies  wie  se  gekombineerde  pogings  die  biblioteek- 
dienste wat  vandag  beskikbaar  is,  moontlik  maak.  Die  onderstaande  is 
’n  oorsig  van  elk  van  hierdie  instansies  insluitende  die  Suid-Afrikaanse 
Biblioteek  vir  Blindes: 

Die  Sentrale  Koordinerende  Raad  vir  Literatuurvoorsiening  aan  Gesigs- 
gestremdes (SKR): 

Hierdie  liggaam  wat  binne  die  raamwerk  van  die  Departement  Kultuur- 
sake  funksioneer,  is  wat  literatuur.'oorsiening  aan  gesigsgestremdes 
betref,  verantwoordelik  vir  die  formulering  van  nasionale  beleid,  vir 
die  koordinering  van  dienste;  vir  die  kanalisering  van  staatshelp  en  vir 
advies  aan  die  Minister  van  Nasionale  Opvoeding  en  Kultuursake. 

Die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  (SABB): 

Gestig  in  1919,  is  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  in  1968 
amptelik  erken  as  die  nasionale  biblioteek  van  geembosseerde  en  spraak- 
literatuur  vir  gesigsgestremdes.  Dit  sirkuleer  boeke  en  tydskrifte  in 
braille-  en  moonskrif;  en  literatuur  in  band  kassette  en  op  plate  op  ’n 
landswye  skaal.  Die  diens  is  geheel  en  al  kosteloos,  ondersteun  deur  ’n 
staatstoelaag,  munisipale  hulptoelae,  en  private  bydraes.  Op  die  oom- 
blik  geskied  die  grootste  distribusie  deur  die  pos,  maar  depots  is  tot 
dusver  by  twee  skole  vir  blindes  begin.  Ander  soortgelyke  depots  by 
inrigtings  vir  blindes,  en  takbiblioteke  met  mobiele  eenhede,  verbind 
met  munisipale  biblioteekdienste  in  die  hoofsentrums,  word  deur  die 
Beheerraad  oorweeg.  Die  biblioteek  is  tans  besig  om  ’n  nasionale 
gesamentlike  katalogus  op  te  stel  wat  sal  help  om  sy  eie  middele  en  die 
van  ander  instansies  meer  doeltreffend  tot  almal  se  beskikking  te  stel. 
Die  biblioteek  is  die  hoofkantoor  van  ’n  landswye  netwerk  van  vry  willige 
brailleoorskrywers.  Die  SABB  tree  op  as  klaringshuis  vir  alle  navrae, 
en  voorsien  ’n  ,,een-stop”  diens  vir  lesers  wat  stelselmatig  wil  gebruik

maak  van  die  gekombineerde  biblioteek-  en  oorskrywingsmiddele  van 
die  Suid-Afrikaanse  agentskappe  en  die  van  oorsese  organisasies. 

Die  Skool  vir  Blindes,  Worcester: 

is  die  oudste  inrigting  vir  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika.  Die  Skool  vir  Blindes 
te  Worcester  besit  ’n  biblioteek  van  boeke  en  tydskrifte  in  braille  en  op 
„oop”  band  (nie  kasette  nie).  Die  skool  bet  sy  eie  braille-drukpers 
en  bandopname-ateljee  te  Worcester,  en  ’n  verdere  ateljee  in  Kaapstad. 
Boeke  op  band  kan  vryelik  geleen  word  van  die  skool-biblioteek  deur 
enige  biinde  persoon  in  Suid-Afrika,  en  ’n  omvattende  reeks  titels  kan 
teen  gesubsidieerde  pryse  van  die  Braille-pers  gekoop  word.  Bandop- 
names  vir  studente  woonagtig  dwarsdeur  Suid-Afrika  word  onderneem. 

Bandhulp  vir  Blindes: 

Hierdie  organisasie  plaas  boeke  en  tydskrifte  op  band  en  sirkuleer  hulle 
op  „oop”  band.  Enige  biinde  persoon  in  Suid-Afrika  mag  gebruik  maak 
van  die  diens  sonder  betaling.  Die  hoofkantoor  van  Bandhulp  is  in 
Durban,  met  streekskomitees  in  Johannesburg,  Port  Elizabeth,  Springs, 
Oos-Londen,  Durban  en  Kaapstad.  Die  streekskomitee  in  Johannesburg 
le  horn  toe  op  bandopnames  vir  studente.  Bandhulp  maak  baie  staat  op 
vrywillige  hulp  en  word  gefmansier  deur  grootskaalse  geldinsamelings 
veldtogte  en  ’n  staatstoelaag. 

Brailledienste: 

Onder  die  beskerming  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  BUndewerkersorganisasie 
en  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes,  verskaf  braille- 
dienste ’n  groot  voorraad  braille-literatuur  vir  verspreidingdeur  die  Suid- 
Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes.  Dit  spesialiseer  in  Afrikaans  en  in 
Bantoe- braille;  in  die  produksie  en  verspreiding  van  tydskrifte,  en  in 
oorskrywingswerk  vir  studente. 

Die  ontstaan  van  ’n  nasionale  biblioteekstruktuur  deur  die  same- 
werking  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes,  die  Skool  vir 
Blindes,  Bandhulp  vir  Blindes  en  Brailledienste  in  ooreenstemming  met 
die  beleid  neergele  deur  die  SKR  was  gedurende  die  jaar  1969/70 
merkbaar.  Hierdie  samewerking  neem  die  volgende  vorme  aan: 

a.  Alle  instansies  het  onderneem  om  mee  te  werk  aan  die  Gesamentlike 
Katalogusprojek.  Gedurende  1969/70  het  lede  van  die  bibliografiese 
personeel  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  die  ander 
organisasies  besoek  om  ’n  lys  te  maak  van  die  bestaande  materiaal, 
en  in  die  toekoms  sal  die  SABB  in  kennis  gestel  word  van  nuwe 
aanwinste  of  produksies  van  die  Skool  vir  Blindes,  Bandhulp  vir 
Blindes,  en  Brailledienste  deur  die  voorlegging  van  standaardkaarte. 

b.  Die  Skool  vir  Blindes  en  Bandhulp  het  ingewillig  om  hulle  band- 
opnames op  versoek  aan  die  SABB  te  stuur  om  gekopieer  te  word  op 
kasette.  Aangesien  die  Skool  vir  Blindes  reeds  saamwerk  op  hierdie 
manier  ten  opsigte  van  braille,  sal  dit  vir  die  nasionale  biblioteek  dus 
moontlik  wees  om  geleidelik  so  ’n  volledige  versameling  as  moontlik 
op  te  bou,  en  om  hierdie  versameling  beskikbaar  te  stel. 
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ONTWIKKELINGSPROGRAMME  BY  DIE  SABB 

In  ons  vorige  jaarverslag  is  dit  genoem  dat  die  biblioteek  van 

plan  was  om  die  volgende  programme  van  ontwikkeling  te  onderneem; 

1.  Die  uitbreiding  van  dienste,  veral  ten  opsigte  van  Afrikaans  en 
Bantoe-materiaal. 

2.  Die  opbou  van  ’n  uitgebreide  gesamentlike  katalogus  van  alle  ge- 
embosseerde  en  spraakliteratuur  vir  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika. 

3.  Die  samestelling  van  ’n  nasionale  bibliografie  van  materiaal  wat  ons 
in  Suid-Afrika  aan  ander  lande  kan  aanbied  vir  internasionale  leen  of 
uitruildoeleindes. 

4.  Die  opbou  van  ’n  sterk  en  noue  verwantskap  met  verwante  organi- 
sasies  in  oorsese  lande. 

5.  Die  bou  van  ’n  nuwe  hoofkantoor  vir  die  nasionale  biblioteek-diens 
vir  blindes. 

6.  Die  stigting  van  takbiblioteke  en  depots. 

7.  Die  opbou  by  die  nasionale  biblioteek  van  ’n  omvattende  voorraad 
boeke. 

Merkwaardige  vooruitgang  is  in  al  hierdie  programme  gemaak  en 

dit  sal  in  1970/71  voortgesit  word.

Scott  (nou  mev  J.  Orsmond)  bet  diens  aanvaar  as  sekretaresse  en  ont- 
vangsdame  van  die  direkteur  met  die  verplasing  van  mev  O.V.  Dickason 
na  die  Band-departement.  Mnr  J.  Norton  is  aangestel  as  senior  admin- 
istratiewe  assistent  toe  mev  E.M.L.A.  van  Rensburg  verplaas  is  na  die 
Staatsbiblioteek  te  Pretoria.  Mev  H.L.  Odendaal  bet  mev  J.C.E.  Labus- 
cbagne  en  mev.  G.I.  van  Aardt  in  die  Braille-departement  opgevolg.

M.  Zimmerman  bet  die  BraiOe- 
eksamen  van  die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes  met  onderskeiding 
geslaag;  ’n  merkwaardige  prestasie  met  die  oog  op  die  betreklike  kort 
tydjie  wat  sy  geneem  bet  om  die  kursus  te  voltooi. 

TOERUSTING 

Twee  belangrike  aanwinste  is  ’n  IBM  braille  elektriese  tikmasjien 
en  ’n  Tbermoform  braille  kopieermasjien.  Die  tikmasjien  sal  die 
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spesiale  braillewerk  wat  in  die  biblioteek  gedoen  word  grootliks  ver- 
gcinaklik,  en  die  Thermoform  sal  dit  vir  ons  moontlik  maak  om  in  die 
toekoms  meer  afskrifte  te  maak  van  boeke  wat  deur  ons  vrywillige 
oorskrywers  op  Perkins  braillemasjiene  gemaak  word. 

Albei  hierdie  stukke  toerusting  word  gebruik  vir  die  produksie 
van  braille-katalogusse  en  biblioteekpublikasies.  Die  aankoop  van 
hierdie  toerusting  is  moontlik  gemaak  deur  die  vriendelike  bydrae  van 
mev.  E.S.P.  Marais  van  Pretoria. 

DANKBETUIGING 

Weereens  wil  die  bibhoteek  sy  menige  weldoeners  wie  se  geldelike 
bydraes  ’n  standaard  van  sukses  moontlik  gemaak  het  wat  nie  sou  bereik 
kon  word  op  ons  staatstoelaag  alleen  nie,  baie  hartlik  bedank.  Elke 
privaat  bydrae  word  opreg  waardeer:  die  name  van  skenkers  word  elders 
in  hierdie  rapport  aangegee.  Ons  dank  word  ook  uitgespreek  teenoor 
die  wat  hul  tyd  en  dienste  gegee  het  om  fondse  in  te  samel  vir  die 
bibhoteek,  en  om  potensiele  gebruikers  bewus  te  maak  van  die  fasili- 
teite  wat  beskikbaar  is.

Daar  was  ’n  toename  in  die  aantal  jong  Blanke  lesers  en 
Nie-blanke  lesers.  volwassenes  sowel  as  jeugdiges.  12,120  braille- 
boekdele  en  1200  tydskrifte  is  gesirkuleer.  620  boekdele  (490  titels)  is 
bygevoeg  die  voorraad  wat  nou  uit  meer  as  20,000  boekdele  bestaan. 
Die  aantal  boeke  in  Bantoetale  toon  ’n  gestadigde  vernieerdering. 

1 , 1 86  boekdele  en  240  tydskrifte  in  moon  is  aan  40  lesers  gestuur. 
Ongelukkig,  was  daar  liierdie  jaar  geen  toename  in  die  aantal  lesers  in 
moon  nie,  maar  verskeie  toekomstige  lesers  is  besig  om  dit  te  bestudeer, 
sodat  die  inskry wing  aanstaande  jaar  behoort  te  vermeerder.  Die  moon- 
boeke  vorm  ’n  goeie  byvoegsel  tot  die  praatboeke  veral  vir  lesers  wie  se 
gehoor  verswak.

burgse  Burgerlike  Blindesorgvereniging;  Bandbulp.  Durban;  New  Horizon 
Skool,  Pietermaritzburg. 

Nadat  basiese  bibliografiese  inligting  in  verband  met  die  ongeveer 
15,000  titels  ingewin  is,  sal  die  boeke  geklassifiseer  word  volgens  Dewey 
se  Desimale  Klassifikasie,  met  trefwoorde  volgens  die  Library  of 
Congress  se  ,,List  of  Subject  Headings”,  en  hul  sal  geannoteer  word. 

Teen  die  einde  van  1969/70  bet  die  Beheerraad  in  beginsel  besluit 
om  ’n  semi-outomatiese  metode  vir  die  produksie  van  die  gesarnentlike 
katalogus  te  kies.

Meganisering  sal  werk  op  katalogus  van  boeke  vir  blindes  versnei 

Die  werk  van  die  Nasionale  Gesarnentlike  Katalogus  van  boeke  vir 
blindes  sal  versnei  word  dear  die  gebruik  van  7?  gesofistikeerde  masjien 
wat  dear  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  in  Grahamstad  ge- 
koop  gaan  word.  Die  katalogus  word  bier  saamgestel  as  dee!  van  die 
Biblioteek  se  bibliografiese  werk. 
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Die  masjien  wat  R4,500  kos  word  'n  Flexowriter  genoem.  Dit  sal  net 
nodig  wees  om  'n  inskrywing  eenmaal  te  tik  om  alle  inskrywings 
(skrywer,  titel  en  onderwerp)  vir  elke  titel  in  die  katalogus  op  te  lewer. 

Die  Flexowriter  tik  gemiddeld  145  woorde  per  minuut  foutyry,  dus 
omtrent  35  sekondes  per  inskrywing.  'n  Meesterkaart  vir  elke  titel  word 
getik,  met  alle  indeksinskrywings  aangaande  titel  en  onderwerp  sowei 
as  kruisverwysings. 

'n  Papierband  wat  gebruik  kan  word  vir  'n  rekenaar  word  terselfdertyd 
gepons.  Hiervan  word  'n  sentrale  kaartkatalogus  wat  meganies  sorteer 
kan  word,  gemaak.  Sjablone  of  litomeesters  vir  die  boekkataiogus  word 
outomaties  van  die  meesterband  af  getik.  Die  spoed  van  die  Flexo- 
writer en  van  die  meganiese  sortering  sal  bale  tyd  en  arbeid  bespaar  in 
die  voltooiing  van  die  katalogus.  Daar  is  ongeveer  15,000  titels  wat 
opgeskryf  moet  word. 

Die  idee  van  'n  omvattende  katalogus  van  boeke  en  tydskrifte  vir 
blindes  bet  ontstaan  by  'n  seminaar  wat  verlede  jaar  by  Rhodes  Univer- 
siteit  gehou  is.  Die  Read  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes 
bet  die  Departement  van  Kultuursake  gevra  om  'n  bibliografiese  afdeiing 
te  stig.  Dit  is  nou  begin,  met  'n  personeel  van  drie  onder  mev.  L.  Biaker. 
Bate  boeke  vir  blindes  word  van  Engeiand  en  Amerika  ingevoer  maar 
alle  plaaslike  materiaal  en  boeke  in  Afrikaans  en  in  Bantoetale  word  in 
Suid-A  frika  vervaardig. 

„Verskeie  Suid-Afrikaanse  organisasies  vervaardig  boeke  in  spraak  of 
geembosseerde  media",  bet  mnr  D.E.  Schauder,  Direkteur  van  die  Suid- 
Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  gese.  „ln  die  verlede  was  daar  duur 
verdubbeling  van  titels,  wat  vermy  sal  word  sodra  die  Gesamentlike 
Katalogus  beskikbaar  is". 

„Dit  sal  alle  biblioteek  boekvoorrade  vir  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika  aandui. 
Daar  is  nou  ongeveer  15,000  titels,  'n  getal  wat  nog  klein  genoeg  is  om 
uitgebrelde  bibliografiese  beheer  moontlik  te  maak". 

Die  beginpunt  vir  die  katalogus  is  om  'n  lys  te  maak  van  hierdie  boeke, 
wat  die  skrywer,  titel,  onderwerp,  plekaanwysing,  taal  en  publikasie- 
besonderhede,  aandui.  Tydskrifte  en  versamelings  van  studie-notas  word 
ook  aangedui.  Die  bibliografiese  workers  van  die  biblioteek  bet  na  bale 
dele  van  ons  land  gereis  om  versamelings  van  geembosseerde  en  spraak- 
boeke  by  skole  en  ander  organisasies  vir  blindes  te  katalogiseer.  In  die 
toekoms  sal  hierdie  organisasies  standaardkaarte  vir  elke  nuwe  titel  wat 
hulle  bykry,  verskaf. 

Die  basiese  materiaal  is  nou  byeengekry.  Bibliografiese  besonderhede 
moet  nou  voltooi  word  en  annotasies  van  die  inhoud  van  elke  boek 
moet  saamgestel  word. 

Die  werk  is  vermeerder  as  gevolg  van  die  plan  om  bale  verhalende- 
literatuur  sowei  as  vakllteratuur  onder  onderwerpe  te  klassifiseer  om 
blinde  lesers  te  help  om  boeke  te  kies,  en  as  gevolg  van  die  beperkte 
hoeveelheid  vakliteratuur  beskikbaar  in  meeste  onderwerpsvelde. 
Annotasies  tot  die  Katalogus  sal  meer  uitgebreid  as  gewoonlik  wees, 
amper  'n  uittreksel  van  die  inhoud  van  elke  titel  sal  gegee  word. 
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Bykomende  katalogusse  is  nodig  sowel  as  die  hoof  Gesamentlike 
Katalogus.  Ingesluit  hierby  sal  'n  nasionale  bibiiografie  van  leesstof 
wat  in  Suid-Afrika  vervaardig  is,  katalogusse  van  leesstof  in  braille, 
moon,  op  bandkassette,  „oop"  band  en  plate,  jeugliteratuur,  en  boeke 
in  die  veskiUende  Suid-Afrikaanse  tale,  wees.  Die  nasionale  bibiio- 
grafie sal  internasionale  inter-biblioteeklenings  en  uitruiiings  vergemak- 
lik. 

Hierdie  bykomende  katalogusse  sal  semi-outomaties  saamgestel  word 
wanneer  die  voUedige  Gesamentlike  Katalogus  voltooi  is.  Kumulatiewe 
nuwe  uitgawes  van  alle  katalogusse  sal  minstens  elke  twee  jaar  beskik- 
baar  wees. 

Hierdie  sentrale  katalogisering  sal  die  organisasie  van  takke  en  depots 
van  die  nasionale  bibiioteek  in  alle  dele  van  die  land  vergemaklik. 

'n  Lys  van  katalogusse  wat  uitgegee  is  deur  organisasies  en  biblioteke 
vir  blindes  dwarsdeur  die  were  Id,  word  ook  saamgestel.  Dit  sal  ver- 
hoed  dat  plaaslike  produksie  ooreenslaan  met  leesstof  wat  reeds  beskik- 
baar  is,  en  sal  dit  moontlik  maak  om  sistematiese  literatuursoektogte 
op  die  versoek  van  lasers  te  onderneem.

Die  Harding-Barlow  Projek  is  deur  die  Raad  vir  die  SABB  begin 
met  die  doel  om  op  hoogte  te  bly  van  nuwe  werk  wat  gedoen  word  in 
verband  met  die  ontwikkeling  van  leesmasjiene  vir  blindes. 

Die  Projek  word  genoem  na  mev.  I.E.  Harding-Barlow  van  Kaap- 
stad  wat  kasette  van  die  SABB  ontvang  sedert  sy  enige  jare  gelede 
blind  geword  het.  Terwyl  sy  op  besoek  was  aan  haar  dogter  wat 
navorsingswerk  doen  te  Stanford-Universiteit,  het  mev.  Harding-Barlow 
van  die  Optacon,  ’n  instrument  wat  blinde  lesers  in  staat  stel  om  kon- 
vensionele  gedrukte  leesstof  te  gebruik,  wat  daar  in  ontwikkeling  was, 
gehoor. 
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Die  Optacon  is  ’n  gesigs-  gevoel  leeshulp  wat  ’n  blinde  persoon 
onmiddellik  toegang  gee  tot  feitlik  alle  gedrukte  leesstof.  'n  Silikon 
gevoelsprent  sein  piezo-elektriese  prikkels  sodat  die  blinde  persoon 
elke  letter  met  sy  wysvinger  kan  voel. 

Mev.  Harding-Barlow  bet  toestemming  verkry  om  die  masjien 
uit  te  toets  en  was  geimponeer  deur  die  uitslae.  Sy  het  alle  beskikbare 
literatuur  oor  die  Optacon  verkry.  Dit  het  sy  ernstig  bestudeer  in  same- 
werking  met  lede  van  die  SABB  personeel  en  professor  J.A.  Gledhill 
van  die  Departement  Fisika,  Rhodes  Universiteit.  Die  materiaal  vorm 
die  nukleus  van  ’n  spesiale  Harding-Barlow  Projek  versameling  by  die 
SABB. 

Mev.  Harding-Barlow,  wat  ’n  gegradueerde  is  in  wiskunde  en 
sielkunde.isasEre-navorsingskollega  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek 
vir  Blindes  deur  die  Raad  aangestel.  Met  die  aanmoediging  van  die 
SABB  en  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes,  en  metbehulp 
van  die  ,, American  Foundation  for  Overseas  BUnd”  sal  sy  binnekort 
nog  ’n  reis  na  die  Verenigde  State  onderneem,  hierdie  keer  om  ander 
apparaat  wat  besig  is  om  ontwikkel  te  word  deur  navorsingsgroepe  in 
California  en  aan  die  Ooskus,  te  ondersoek. 


RADIO  ONDERHOUD  - CECIL  JUBBE  EN  D.E.  SCHAUDER 


J.  Mnr  Schauder,  u is  direkteur  van  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir 
Blindes  in  Grahamstad.  Dit  is  die  Republiek  se  nasionale  biblioteek  van 
geembosseerde  en  spraakliteratuur  vir  gesigsgestremdes.  Kan  u ons 
lets  daaroor  vertel? 

S.  Die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  iseen-en-vyftig  jaar  gelede 
deur  mej.  Josie  Wood,  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  pionier  op  hierdie  gebied 
gestig.  In  1968  is  dit  amptelik  erken  as  die  nasionale  biblioteek  wat 
die  hele  Republiek  en  Suidwes-Afrika  bedien  en  ook  aangrensende 
lande  help. 

J.  Dit  is  dus  die  enigste  biblioteek  van  sy  soort  in  Suid-Afrika? 

S.  Ja.  Maar  dit  is  nie  die  enigste  organisasie  wat  betrokke  is  in  die 
voorsiening  van  literatuur  aan  blindes  nie.  In  die  laaste  jare  het  'n 
ko-6rdinerende  nasionale  stelsel  van  dienste  ontstaan  onder  die  leiding 
van  n sentrale  raad  wat  binne  die  raamwerk  van  die  Departement  van 
Kulturele  Sake  funksioneer. 

J.  Watter  ander  agentskappe  is  in  hierdie  nasionale  stelsel  betrokke? 

S.  Die  Skool  vir  Blindes  te  Worcester  en  Bandhulp  vir  Blindes  te  Durban 
maak  bandopnames  en  leen  spraakboeke  uit  en  onderneem  bandop- 
names  vir  studente.  Die  Skool  vir  Blindes,  weer,  en  Braille-dienste  te 
Johannesburg  is  uitgewers  van  Braille-boeke  en  -tydskrifte.  Ons  biblio- 
teek versprei  boeke  en  tydskrifte  in  geembosseerde  en  bandvorm  en 
doen  'n  sekere  aantal  braille  oorskrywings.  Dit  het  verreweg  die 
grootste  boeke  voorraad  van  al  die  agentskappe,  en  het  opgeleide 
bibliotekarisse/esse  op  die  personeel. 
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Cecil  Jubbe  van  die  SAUK  voer  'n  onderhoud  met 
mnr  D.E.  Schauder  i.v.m.  biblioteekdienste  vir  blindes 


J.  Hoe  affekteer  al  hierdie  dinge  die  gewone  blinde  man? 

S.  Wei,  'n  blinde  persoon  wat  gebruik  wil  maak  van  die  land  se  litera- 
tuurmiddele  kan  of  met  een  van  die  gespesialiseerde  agentskappe  wat 
ek  genoem  het,  in  aanraking  kom,  of  anders  kan  by  die  nasionale  biblio- 
teek  te  Grahamstad  gebruik  as  'n  alomvattende  diens  ten  opsigte  van 
al  sy  lees-  en  oorskrywings  benodighede.  Indien  by  'n  algemene 
ontspanningsleesstof  -diens  soek,  sal  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir 
Blindes  of  self  daardie  diens  voorsien  of  bom  verwys  na  'n  ander  meer 
geskikte  agentskap.  Indien  by  'n  spesifieke  titel  vir  studie  of  ernstige 
lees  nodig  bet,  sal  die  biblioteek  daardie  titel  vir  bom  verkry  as  dit  in 
Suid-Afrika  of  oorsee  te  vinde  is.  Indien  dit  nerens  in  die  wereld 
beskikbaar  is  nie,  sal  die  biblioteek  reel  vir  die  oorskrywing  daarvan  in 
Braille  of  vir  'n  bandopname. 

J.  Dus,  as  jy  ’n  blinde  persoon  ken,  beboort  jy  horn  aan  te  raai  om  in 
aanraking  met  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  te  kom  en  by 
sal  verseker  wees  van  die  beste  biblioteekdiens  wat  die  gekoordineerde 
pogings  van  al  die  organisasies  kan  voorsien. 

S.  Dit  is  korrek.  En  dit  maak  nie  saak  of  die  blinde  persoon  jonk  of 
oud,  Engels-  of  Afrikaanssprekend  is  nie,  of  by  braille  kan  lees  of  nie, 
die  biblioteek  doen  alles  moontlik  om  te  verseker  dat  by  geembosseerde 
of  spraakliteratuur  wat  bom  pas,  vind. 

J.  Is  daar  enige  koste  aan  bierdie  dienste  verbonde? 

S.  Gebeel  en  al  niks.  Die  Staat  bet  die  prinsiep  aanvaar  dat  blinde 
mense  van  alle  bevolkingsgroepe  geregtig  is  op  vry  biblioteekdiens  in 
dieselfde  mate  as  bulle  siende  medeburgers.  Biblioteekdienste  vir  die 
blindes  is  net  so  min  liefdadigbeid  as  wat  munisipale  of  provinsiale 
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biblioteekdienste  vir  die  siende  is.  Al  die  organisasies,  egter,  wat  ek 
genoem  bet,  waardeer  finansiele  steun  van  die  privaat  sektor  om  hulle 
staatstoelaag  aan  te  vul.  Maar  die  prinsiep  van  'n  kostelose  diens  is  vas 
aanvaar,  en  dit  sluit  in  die  leen  van  bandspelers  waar  blinde  lasers  nie 
kan  bekostig  om  hul  eie  te  koop  nie.  Dear  is  baie  sterk  redes  vir  privaat 
en  staatsondersteuning  van  hierdie  dienste.  Enigeen  van  ons  kan  as 
gevolg  van  'n  motorongeluk  of  ouderdom  blind  word  en  sal  dan  moet 
steun  op  biblioteekdienste  vir  blindes  vir  arbeidsvoortsetting  of  vir 
bevredigende  ontspanningsaktiwiteit  vir  die  res  van  ons  lewens.  Dit 
spyt  my  om  te  se  dat  elke  siende  persoon  'n  potensiele  gebruiker  van 
ons  dienste  is. 

J.  Kan  u die  naam  en  adres  van  die  biblioteek  herhaal  ingeval  enige 
van  ons  luisteraars  of  hul  vriende  aan  u sou  wou  skryf? 

S.  Sekerlik.  Dit  is  eenvoudig  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir 
Blindes,  Grahamstad.
